Annual Report submitted by 
Deputy Chief Louis J, Iannuzzi 
for the year 1974. 


The following is a general outline of the functions, 
activities and special programs of the Fire Prevention Division 
for the year 1974, Tho statistical data eoncerning the individual 
commands within the division will follow in separate reports. 


A much greater emphasis is being placed in Fire Prevention by 
all the members of this Division, Through their efforts we are try 
ing to motivate our citizens to an onderstanding of the reality of 
fire as an ever-present threat to their security and happiness, and 
to teach then | t6 live safely with fire, 


As evidenced by our records, significant strides in reaching 
eur objectives of protecting alil of our citizens from fire have 
been made. Records indicate a dramatic reduction in ali categories 
ef fire protection. A major factor contributing toward this good 
vecord has been the enthusiastic efforts of all members ef tae 
division. 


During Fire Prevention Week we conducted fire safety Gemone 
strations in local neighborhood shopping areas, a mass display and 
demonstratien was conducted in front of City Hall demonstrating fire 
extinguishing, life-saving and first aid techniques by department 
members of our various units, Once again a combined fire drill and 
fire prevention demonstration was conducted on the property of the 
Newark Post Office in Federal Square, A comprehensive public sponk- 
ing program was held throughout our public and private schoois, day- 
care centers, and senior citizens organizations, by the members of 
the urea of combustibles and several volunteers, from our field 
units, Throughout all our fire prevention demonstrations and activ- 
ities, nothing was more gratifying to us than to hear not only the 
favorable comments, but to witness the interest and enthusiasm toward 
fire safety and fire prevention of the citizens who attended. 


Pire Prevention Activities were alse directed toward the 
business segment of our city. Greater Fire Prevention emphasis was 
directed toward both residential and business hi-rise buildings. 
piins were shown on the proper planning for the escape of the 
occupants, this was followed by lectures given by myself or mem- 
bers of my staff well over 1/2 million pieces of fire prevention 
literature were distributed among the citizens and children of our 
city during Fire Prevention Week, We would like to acknowledge the 
cooperation we received from our fieid units in all phases of our 
activities during Fire Prevention Week, 


Training of members of this division continues to hold para- 
mount importance in planning. In- service training classes are held 
daily on a programmed schedule and wanerous training seminars and 
classes ate attended during the year by all members.

This is in addition to the educational and technical manuals 
which are a part of our library. 


we have made significant strides in our efforts to gain the 
cooperation of city agencies and civic groups to hele further 
their aime and enlist their aid in our cause. 


we have continued to work closely with our city's demolition 
committee, supplying them with the necessary data and support they 
need to alleviate the hazard of vacant and abandoned buildings with- 
in the city. It is obvious that the decreases we have experienced 
in building fires can be attributed in some part to our combined 
efforts. One very positive advantange in working closely with the 
demolition people has been their willingness to respond with heavy 
equipment to fire emergencies, 


In-service violations received by this command have again 
increased greatly and our staff continues to investigate and pro- 
cess every one received and judging by the small number of disputed 
resolutions, I believe this segment of our inspection program is 
working out very well. The Fire Prevention Division continues to 
review plans of all major structural aiterations.and new construce 
tion, which helps us control and eliminate fire hazards before 
they occur.

During the year of 197k, the Planning Division as a staff unit engaged in a 
wide range of activities based on rendering assistance in the administration and 
operations of the Fire Department.

The Special Service Division, operating on an around-the-clock basis throushe 
out the year, continued to provide the necessary services of supply and repair to 
&li Fire Dep ient units, and provide for various services to other city Geparte 
ments and the ity in general. These services, performed by our personnel, 
some of whom are assigned to tours, and some on a daytime basis only. Planned 
programs and procedures have been formulated for the forthcoming year, in an attempt 
to attain these gosis in a most expeditious manner. Accomplishments and services 
of the sections in this Division during the past veer, ere as follows: 


DELA AND PICK-UP „ Deliveries and pick-ups were made on & morning, 
afternoon, evening basis as per Schedule, for routine items. Items of an 
emergency nature were handled immediately on a 2h-hours-a-day basis. The items 

nóled were such things as housekeeping supplies, tools, equipment, extinguishers, 
oxygen and air cylinders, masks, furniture, lockers, rock salt, laders, hose and 
other supplies and equipment that require storage and trensportetion. 


Special Bervice personnel responded to multiple alarm fires and special calls, 
with oil end fuel for apparatus, and, when required, the Hi-Ex Foam Generator, 
Smoke Ejector and foam concentrates. 


Special Service was also charged with the pick-up of salvage covers et fire 
and other sites, and the distribution of covers to all fire companies in the 
Fire Dep ent. 


Special service personnel sre also available and have responded on request 
to cordon off buildings deened to be in a dangerous condition, and posting these 
buildings indicating that a dangerous condition prevéils st these locations. 


re &pparstus requiring repairs or adjustments were pícked up and delivered 
to various locations.

STOCK ROOM. All tools, equipment, devices and supplies, (except those ordered 
through Fire Headquarters and the Hose Shop), were ordered,received, checked, 
recorded, stored, and distributed as needed to the fire units through the delivery 
service. 


Auto and truck equipment, including tires, were hendled at some time during 
the past veer by this unit. 


Supply room personnel repaired porto-lites, hend-lights of other types, desk 
lamps, extension cords, K-12 saws, generators, etc. They also made special belts 
and straps, tested salvage covers, and made the necessary arrangements for the 
repair of axe hendles, hooks, etc., with our carpenter shop personnel. This shop 
also made the necessary arrangements for the construction and maintenance of such 
items as mask boxes, skid load panels, hose bed decking, apparatus windshields, 
and canopies, and whatever other needs of the Department requiring services of the 
carpenter shop. 


Arrangements were handled in this unit for the repair of such items as 
portable pumps, saw blade sharpening, explosimeters, etc.

During the year 1974, the Division of Treining continued its pri y responsie 
bility, offering training to ell levels of the fire-fighting force. This wee 
accomplished by in-service training of Chief Officers, Company Officers and Fire- 
fighters using both individual company training and multi-company drills as covered 
in the quarterly treining schedule and various special classes held during the yesr. 
I am pleased to report thet during 197, training sessions were increased by 202, 
attendance at drills was increased by 17%, total drills by 9 7, and total man-hours 
of training by 18%. Since January 1974, a total of Oh new firefighters received 
basic training at the new Training Center. The Division of Training also gave 
basic training to firefighters from the city of Elisabeth and the town of Hillburn. 


We continued our cooperation with various industrial, commercial enà institu 
tional fire safety personnel. During 197h, we trained fire brigade people from 
Ashland Chemical Company, Penick Company, Texaco, DuPont Corporation, Vestern 
Electric, Bell Telephone Company, St. Michael's Hospital, Essex County Jail, Essex 
County Heart Association, and the Internal Revenue Service. We participated in 
various experimental projects with Clerk Door Company and Dictograph Security 
Systems. 


The Division of Training continued to schedule multi-compeny drills under the 
command of the local Battalion Chiefs. Some of these drills were conducted at the 
training tower, others in the field, All Chief Officers and Company Officers 
affected by the new response to Newark Internationel Airport, were drilled in their 
responsibilities and response patterns. In September of 197k, the Division conducted 
a day-long training session for the Auxiliary Fire Department Civil.Defense- ` 
Disaster Control, City of Newark. 


There is also an on-going program in First Aid and in GER (Cerdio-Pulmonary- 
Resuscitation) treining, being conducted in all fire stations by the Rescue Company 
personnel under Division of Training supervision. We have requested radiological 
training from the State of New Jersey. 


The supervisor of apparatus and other personnel from thie Division have tested 
all aerial and ground ladders in the Department. All pumpers have been service- 
tested during the year, and all company personnel have been instructed in proper 
pump operations. 


All personnel assigned to field units have been tested for eye and reaction 
ability. Recommendations have been forwarded to the PireChisf for standardization 
of truck company tools and equipment including salvege gear. 


Under the supervision of the Water Officer, all Pro-Tec-To-Cap Wrenches πανε 
been reworked and reissued to line companies. The Water Officer now receives δ 
dump sheet on hydrant status daily, 2 coordinates this information with the 
Weter Department. 
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The Safety Officer has continued his function of coordinating all First 
Aid training in line with the new Neighborhood Aid Station concept. All smoke 
injuries are investigated by this officer. During the year, he has exercised direct 
eontrol of all first aid equipment and supplies issued to line unite. 


The Division has evaluated the effectiveness of 1-3/h" hose and the new 
S.M.-15-1s" nozzle, and forwarded recommendations to the office of the Fire Chief. 
We also conducted preliminary tests on household sprinkler systems. We hope to 
run a full-seele test of this system early in 1975. 


th in-service and probationary training undergo constant evaluation with 
changes made as needed. All probationary firefighters are questioned on the value 
and content of their training some months after they have been assigned to line units. 
Their company officers are also interviewed with the objective of improving training 
offered st this level. 


The Chief Training Officer and members of the Training Steff continue to serve 
on the Master Planning Committee, Accident Review Board, Insurance Service Office 
Committee and Safety Committee. The new turn-out gear was constantly evaluated 
during the year with changes and improvenents made as necessary. 


I appreciate the wholehearted support and cooperation received by this 


command from the Director and the Fire Chief. Without this enthusiastic support, 
it would have been impossible to attain our goals in 19Th.

The auxiliaries have made 2095 visits to fire companies, spent 14,306 man-hours 
there. They have responded to 3050 alarms of fire, and have spent 1725 man-hours 
at working fires. 


We have enrolled 35 new men in our auxiliary fire services in 1974, and were 
forced to drop 33 men during the current year who were no longer able to comply 
with our rules and regulations. We now bave a total of 184 men. 


The auxiliary training course under the supervision of auxiliary officers 
was given in various fire houses during the months of April and May. 


During the month of June, all the radiological kits assigned to the Fire 
Department were replaced with recalibrated kits. Applications were distributed, at 
the same time,for a home study rediologicsl monitoring course, which is a prel in- 
inery requirement of the State Radiological course now being planned for the 
Bewark Fire Department, 


Fire Depe ent radios at the Control Center were checked with Fire Department 
radios, realigned, and re~checked with resulting better performance. 


Talks were given in conjunction with other services at various Housing 
Projects on fire prevention end besic procedures for safety in case of fire; fire 
hazards inherent in high-rise buildings were also diseussed.

All of the technical operations ο ttee meetings were attended, ss well as 
the Emergency Operations Committee meetings at the Control Center, where simulated 
disasters were worked out with the cooperation of other service chiefs assigned to 
Civil Defense, 


On Sunday, September 22, 197), an outdoor drill was given at the Newark Fire 
Department Training Center under the supervision of Battalion Chief James Morgan 
and Captain Fred Steinbach of the Acadmey staff; it was attended by 38 auxiliaries.
